determining whether one or more groups of the transactions and entities collectively 
satisfy at least one of the one or more of the sequence detection requirements; 

in response to one or more groups of the transactions and entities collectively satisfying 
at least one of the one ore more sequence detection requirements, generating an alert informing a 
user of the one or more groups of the transactions and entities.

link analysis to establish connections between one or more transactions and entities in the 
received data; 

rule-based analysis to identify at least one of the transactions and entities based on rules 
specifying parameters and thresholds;

decision tree analysis; and 

detection processing using neural networks.
